NEW YORK, April 6.—The police 
and the liquor men gave Greater New 
York a dry Sunday today. Though 
there were degrees of dryness, so to 
speak, in different sections of the 
metropolis, the day has had no equal 
in the suspension of the liquor traffic 
since five years ago, when Superin- 
tendent Thomas F. Byrnes closed the 
saloons, one memorable Sunday. On 
that occasion, those seeking spirituous 
refreshment were compelled to resort 
to places outside of Chief Byrnes’s 
sphere of influence. His task, how- 
ever, is said to have been easier than 
that which confronted the police to- 
day, for he had no Raines-law hotels 
with their sandwiches to contend with. 
These hotels must be taken into con- 
sideration, therefore, when the word 
“dry” is used, in connection with the 
events of today, for the man who had 
money to buy a sandwich and a drink 
has small difficulty in slaking his 
thirst. 

Few liquor dealers had the temerity 
to keep open and serve drinks alone, 
and of those who did, a majority were 
invited to the nearest police station, 
there to remain until bondsmen ap- 
peared. Unquestionably the driest part 
of New York today was the section 
where, last

their doors, and 
the proprietors saw that the law was 
closely observed. 

In the “tenderloin,” now known as 
the “White Light” districts, liquor was 
sold, but only under conditions which 
proved drawbacks to many of 
thirsty. In many of the saloons the 
shades were drawn in the barrooms, 
but it is said that improvised bars 
were estabjished in upstairs rooms. In 
some places, the proprietors are alleged 
to have established what is known as 
the “Kansas speak-easy,” or “blind 
pig.’ consisting of a circular board, 
arr so as to swing about. On 
each side of the round door was a 
sheif, on which the bartender could 
serve drinks to the waiter without be- 
ing seen, and even if the police had 
succeeded in getting in, they could not 
arrest the bartender, a& no one could 
see him. The customer simply placed 
his change on the little shelf and then 
rapped, at the same.time calling out 
his order. A moment later the little 
door would swing around, and on the

Fifth-avenue hotels, and although they 
were sdéid within wroscribed hours, no 
attempt at interference was made. No 
one, wever, Was permitted to sit 
down and order a drink outright, even 
though ordered a sandwich at the 
time. hotel folks insisted that 
something akin to a substantial meal, 
at least, be ordered. 

For the first time in many years the 
galoons in the residence section of 
Upper Harlem were all closed. Despite 
the excitement in the city from time” 
to time, the liquor dealers in that sec- 
tion have kept open. 

On the Bowery it was exceptionally 
hard to get a drink. The saloonkeep- 
ers were not ready to take chances of 
arrest, and for the most part kept 
their doors closed. In Brooklyn and 
other parts of Greater New York the 
closing law was generally observed. 

The police also compelled the small 
shopkeepers throughout the city to 
close, @xcept that the grocers and deli- 
catessen shops were permitted to keep 
open unti] 10 o’clock, as provided by 
law. For the first time in years the 
small dry goods shops in the upper 
part of the city had their. doors locked, 
and the stationery stores and news 
stands were also compelled to close up 
in many sections of the city. In some 
instances the police even o he 
confectionerp stores closed. 

Seventy nine arrests for violations of 
the excise law were made in Manhat- 
tan and the Bronx between the hours 
of midnight Saturday and 11 o'clock 
tonight.

The conditions reported for winter 
wheat vary from “good average’ in 
Indiana to “best in years’ in LIllinols 
and “finest possible” in lowa. Kansas 
reports the condition.70 per cent., end 
Missouri, Oregon and California 90 per 
cent. The average ‘1s increased in In- 
diana, Missouri, Nebraska and Iowa, 
and is decreased in Kansas, Michigan, 
California, Texas and Oregon, while in 


estimated that 32,000,000 acres are 
seeded in winter wheat, or 4,000,000 
acres in excess of last year. Summing 
up the conditions, the Record-Herald 
finds reason to expect a yield as large, 
if not a trifie larger, than the record- 
breaking crop of last year. 

This great planting, far surpassing 
‘any other in the history of American 


farming, will offset the damage done | 


to the crop by the long drought of the 
fall and winter. If the elements in 
making forecasts of crop prospects had 
been put together last December, 
namely, acreage and condition of crop, 
the wheat yield far in excess of even 
last year’s would have been predicted. 
The drought of the fall and early win- 
ter damaged prospects, and it continued 
through January and February, but 
was broken in March, and the last four 
weeks have been ideal weather. The 
survey of the present wheat eituation 
indicates that nature has made amends 
in the last four weeks for earlier 
drought, and that the imperiled wheat 
prospects are to a great extent re- 
stored.

It was then pointed out to His Majesty 
that Rhodes, while leaving precise a1- 
rections as to the selection of the bene- 
ficiaries of the Rhodes scholarships in 
other countries, the selection of tne 
beneficiaries of the fifteen scholarships 
set aside for Germany had been lert 
to the diecretion of Emperor William. 

The bequests of Rhodes are regardea 
at court as constituting an enduring 
impulse to good feeling between Ger- 
many, Great: Britain and the United 
States, and the colonies of these coun- 
tries, and as giving more sunpstance w 
the Fa ree of the Teuton powers. 

“The earth belongs to the vita, 
living peoples, and these should act as 
one when inefficient powers check aa- 
vaneement,” is another utterance at- 
trivuted to the German Emperor, wnen 
His Majesty was speaking of Prince 
Heury's trip and the need fo a better 
understanding with the United Staces. 

The inclusion of Germany in Rhodes 
aims, as set forth in his will, has 
brought out some considerable expres- 
sions concerning his imperial purposes 
from even the Anglophobe journals, ai- 
though most of the commentators on 


his purpose hold him responible’ tor 
th oer war. 
“Why have Ff not such a minister?” 


Emperor William is said to have ex- 
claimed, after an interview with Ceci! 
Rhodes in 1889. This remark is widely 
reproduced, and it enables the opposi- 
tion paragraphists to revile the present 
ministry.

The stream 
three-fifths of it coming to 
the United @fates, most of it passing 
through t Narrows into our bay, 
and two-fifths crosses the Atlantic to 
the rts of the English Channel and 
the North Sea. Very little of it enters 
the Mediterranean.

aome. The stream ts swelled with the 

movement toward the west by tribu- 

taries from Java, Sumatra, Madras and 

Ceylon, till, by the time it passes the 

south end of India, it has gathered a 
deal of volume. 

“On it goes to the Suez Canal, pick- 
Ing up the famous Mocha on the way, 
a driblet from the mouth of the Zam- 
bes! joins it and then the stream is 
at ite flood. It loses a little volume 
through the Mediterranean. but the 
diminution is scarcely noteworthy till 
the Atlantic is reached, where a com- 
paratively small O6ffshoot. makes 


straight for New York. The bulk of 


the stream joins the great flood from 
South America at the mouth of the 
British Channel. ‘The brooklet from 
Liberia that merges with the Brad#il 
current is the last item to be men- 
tioned in the great coffee movement.

The World’s Sugar Consumption. 


Bureau of Statistica. It dis- 
cusses the sugar production and con- 
sumption of the world during the past 


century, and especially during the last 
half «ontury. in which the burden of 
ction has been transferred 


sugar 
from cane to the sugar beet, and in 
which the world has so largely in- 
creared ite consumption of sugar. The 
world’s sugar production has grown 
from 1.156.999 tone in 1849, to 8,800,000 
tons in 1960. During the same period 
the world’s poépulation has grown. ac- 
cording to the best estimates, 
950,000,000 to about 1,590.000.000. Thus,

Sails vs. Locomotives. 


In an address at se recent dinner 
given the Baldwi Locomotive 
Works to celebrate the  eheuneatiaes of 
its twenty-thousandth engine and the 
seventieth year of contfhuous opera- 
tion J. H. Converse of the firm re- 
called interesting facts of the early 
days of locomotive building. He said: 

Mr. Baldwin took his first or- 
der for a locomotive there were ninety- 
five miles of railroad im the United 
States.

The Germantown Rall- 
read had been bullt and was operated 
by ‘horse power. The Baltimore and 
Ohio Raliroad had been built as far | 
as FEllicott’s Mills, and the problem 
was atill confronting ite management 
whether it was practicable to operate it 
by steam or whet horse power 
should continue to be the motor.

It is probable, however, that 
the imposition of such a tax would 
drive at least three-fourths of these 
people out of business, or to other 
places, which would be so much the 
better. 


AVIGATING THE AIR. 
From the earliest dawn of history !t 


has been the occasional dream of man 


that he might some day assume the 
mastership of the air, as well as of the 
earth and the water. Many efforts 


‘have been made in that direction, but 


so far they have been comparative 
failures. The first that we read on the 
subject is In the mythological story of 
Daedalus and his son, Icarus, who met 
with disaster when he disregarded the 
warnings of his father, flew too high, 
and permitted the sun to melt the wax 
that fastened the wings on his shoul- 
ders. In later years a number of at- 
tempts were made to emulate the 
foolhardy feat of Icarus. , At the be- 
ginning of the sixteenth century an 
Italian alchemist, living in Scotland, 
constructed a set of wings, composed 
of various plumage, and undertook to 
fly from the walls of Sterling Castle to 
France. This feat he actually at- 
tempted, but he soon came to the 
ground and broke his thigh bone, an 
accident which he explained by the in- 
genious assertion that the feathers of 


some fowls employed in his wings had 


an affinity for the dunghill, whereas, if 
composed solely of eagles’ feathers, 
they would have been attracted to the 
air. This @xplanation is not exactly 
scientific, but it was doubtless more 
or less satisfactory to the public of 
that period. 

In the middle of the seventeenth cen- 
tury Cyrano de Bergerac, who has since 
been made famous as the hero of a 
play, wrote a philosophical romance 
dealing with the adventures of a 
French traveler who journeyed to the 
moon and the sun, by means of a mul- 
titude of very thin fiasks, which he 
fastened around his body. They were 
filled with the morning dew, and the 
heat of the sun, by its attractive power 
on the dew, raised him up to the mid- 
die region of the atmosphere, whence, 
some of the flasks ng broken, the 
adventurer sank again to the ground. 

‘Coming down to more practical 
phases of the stibject, we find that 
considerably more than a century has 
elapsed since tife first successful ascent 
was made in a balloon. This was the 
innovation of the brothers Mont- 
golfier, residents of the south of 
France, who succeeded in making a 
trip in a hot-air balloon in 1783. The 
experiment attracted wide attention, 
and there were soon many imitators of 
these inventors. In January of the 
folléwing year a balloon more than 100 
feet in diameter, 130 feet in height, and 
with a capacity of over haif a million 


cubic feet, made an ascent from Lyons, | 


carrying with it seven persons. The 
aeronauts soon became more daring, 
and in Januafy 18, 1785, @n Englishman 
and an American successfully crossed 
the English Channel from Dover to 
Calais. On the trip they were forced 
to throw out everything in the car, 
‘and even a portion of their clothing, to 
avoid falling into the sea. 

Balloon ascensions have now become 
a common thing—almost as common as 
railway traveling, and perhaps safer. 
Anyone who chooses, and is willing to 
spend a dollar, can go up in a balloon 
in Los Angeles—with a string to it. Of 
late years there has been an increasing 
desire on the part of inventors to per- 
fect a mechanism that would enable 
travelers to make their way through 
the air with certainty, celerity and 
safety, in any direction. Ht became 
evident, at an early date, that in or- 


‘der to accomplish this the idea of imi- 


ering it. 


fating a bird would have to be aban- 
Goned, because the body of a man is 
altogether different from that of a 
winged fowl. The idea was then taken 
up of combining a gas bag, which 
would insure buoyancy, with a motive 
power. Many attempts along this line 
have been made during the past 
decade. Until recently, the most note- 
worthy of these was the airship. of 
Count Von Zeppelin, a large machine 
which made severel trips over Lake 


-Constance, on the borders of Switzer- 


land, but was apparently not a com- 
plete success, as nothing has been 
heard about it of late. Then came the 
airship of the Brazilian, Santos-Du- 
mont, a man who not only possesses 
wealth, but ingenuity, and a most in- 
domitable perseverance.” He success- 
fully made a trip around the Eiffel 
Tower and thus earned a prize that 
had been offered for a successful trip 
cf the kind. Since then he has met 
with several misadventures, but still 
expresses his determination to make a 
trip from Europe to the United States, 
and will compete at the big interna- 
tional competition for airships, next 
year, at the St. Louis Bxposition. 
Perhaps after all, however, Califor- 
nia may carry off the prize and earn 
the honor of having given the world 
the first successful airship. That is to 
say, if we may believe the statements 
that come from San Francisco regard- 
ing a large machine now under con- 
struction in a shipyard of that city, a 
model of which has been exhibited in 
Los Angeles. This, known as the 
Stanley airship, after the inventor, 
Charies Stanley, possesses, it is 
claimed, marked advantages over all 
similar inventions that have 
it. The air vessel under construction 
is 280 feet long. It is to be inflated 
with hydrogen gas, and will be pro- 
pelled, raised and lowered entirely by 
the power generated from the engines 
in the middle of its lower works, no 
gas being expelied in driving or low- 
The gas is to be inclosed in 
six” separate silk balloons, fitting ex- 
actly six compartments of the alumi- 
num shell, which incloses the entire 
vessel. It is claimed that this gas has 
a lifting capacity of 21,000 pounds, 
while the entire airship, with all ma- 
chinery, weighs only 13,000 pounds, so 
that when 8000 pounds of passengers 


and baggage are added, the entire ma- 


chine and its load weighs practically 
nothing, and the fifty-horse-power en- 
gines have only to overcome the _ re- 
sistance of the atmosphere. There are 


.propellers in front and rear, and two 


at the top, for raising or lowering the 
vessel. The engines are said to be a 
marvel of mechanism, weighing only 
450 pounds each, while developing over 
twenty-five horse power apiece. It is 
claimed that the minimum speed of 
this airship will be seventy-five miles 
an hour, and the maximum 140 miles. In 
making @ comparison with the Santos- 
Dumont form of airship, it is claimed 
that the superiority of.this California 
invention lies in the fact that the ves- 
sel of the Brazilian inventor has its 
car and motive power from fifteen to 
forty feet below the airship, which 
renders the control difficult and imper- 
fect, while In the Stanley airship evs 
erything is contained in the cylinder, 
the upper five-sixths of which is de- 
voted to the gas and the lower sixth 
to compartments for machinery, pas- 
sengers and freight. Again, while the 
Santos-Dumont ship is only adapted 
to carry the inventor, the Stanley ship 
is expected to carry thirty passengers, 
besides mail, baggage and freight. It 
is promised that this vessel will make 
an effort to carry off the $100,000 prize 
offered at St. Louis. 

Whether or not this California in- 


"vention may come up to the expecta- 


tions of its inventor, there is no doubt 
that inventive human minds will con- 
tinue to work upon the problem of nav- 
igating the air, and in the light of the 
wonderful things that have been done 
during the gast quarter of a century, 
he would indeed be a bold man who 
should attempt to say that the prob- 
lem will not soon be solved. A genera- 
tion that has successfully achieved 
submarine navigation and wireless 
telegraphy is not likely to acknowledge 
defeat in devising a successful system 
of aerial navigation. . 
When a successful airship finally ap- 
pears, we may look for some wonder- 


ful and interesting developments. in et 


ably the three most significant and im- 
portant things in connection with 
aerial navigation will be the facility of 
reaching mountain heights, the’ possi- 


‘bility of locating the poles, and the use 


of such machines in warfare. It was 
recently announced that *Santos-Du-. 
mont intends to make a trip with his 
airship to some points of Mont Blanc 
which have hitherto been inaccessible 
to man. To come nearer home, the 
distance, in an air line, from Los An- 
geles to the summit of Wilson's Peak 
is not much more than ten miles, 
Traveling at the minimum rate cred- 
ited to the Stanley airship, it would be 
able to make the trip from the Plaza 
to Martin’s Camp in less than ten 
minutes, so that, during the summer 
months, Los Angeles business men 
could run to and fro between their 
offices and the pine-clad summit of Mt. 
Wilson in less time and much more 
comfortably than they now make the 
trip to Westlake Park and Adams 
street In Mr. Muir’s seatless cars. 

As to the poles, with an airship 
capable of traveling at the rate of 140 
miles an hour, it should be an easy 
thind to run over from the nearest 
point attainable by a steamship to the 
poles and back in twenty-four hours.

In regard to the using of such air- 
ships in warfare, it is stated that this 
machine will be offered to the United 
States as an instrument of war. No 
man on earth could reach it while it 
was dropping explosives into a city. 
Such an invention might do more...to 
bring about an era of universal peace 
than half a dozen Hague conferences. 

The San Francisco mah's invention 
will be watched with much interest. 
Let us hope that it will not turn out to 
be sémething like the mysterious air- 
ship which the San Francisco Call, a 
few years ago, sprung upon an unsus- 
pecting public.

Rev. Cc. J. K. Joneg preached: yester- 
day morning in the Church of the Unity 
on * Degenerate Days.” He said, 
in part: 

“We are continually hearing from 
our pulpits, from would-be reformers, 
and from the hosts of the dissatistied 
concerning ‘these degenerate days.’ 
Were we to accept these pessimistic 
utterances at their face value we shouid 
be of all men the most miserable. We 
admit there is trouble in the worid and 
plenty of it in all its distressing and 
heart-breaking variety, and abundance. 
But in this fact there is no reason suf- 
ficient to warrant our forgetting the 
other and brighter side of life which 
also is an indubitable fact in all its 
blessedness. Look around you and see 
what are some of the actual conditions 
which attend our present social, ecv- 
nomic and intellectual status, Never 
before in the history of our race were 
men so well provided for physically as 
they are now: never before were they 
s0 well housed, so well fed, well clothed 
and protected against disease. Never, 
at any previous period of their history 
were ‘the people’ shown so much prac- 
tical consideration as is given them to- 
day. Modern sanitary science has had 
its main application to the environ- 
ments and health conditions of the poor 
and of those who were financially lim- 
ited. We hear much of the oppression 
of the poor. } 

“Doubtless such oppression exists, 
and doubtless there are men who ex- 
ploit the poor in many ways. Neverthe- 
less there was never before so much 

ractical sympathy extended to them 
as is offered today in rational ways of 
helping them to he!p themselves. 

“Then there is the labor problem with 
its changing complexity. In the broaa 
aspect labor was never so well compen- 
sated as now, and never before was the 
purchasing power of the unit of value 
as great as now. Then, too, labor is 
rising in the scale of intelligence and 
character. But this is an age of ‘com- 
mercialism.’ Yes, but the three great 
commercial nations are, the ones where- 
in are found the highest conditions of 
industrial, intellectual and social wel- 
fare, and also the greatest number of 
eleemosynary institutions. In these com- 
mercial nations has arisen the new 
gospel of wealth which looks upon 
personal wealth as a treasure fn trust. 

‘“‘Again, never before was there such 
intellectual activity ‘as characterizes 
these davs. Never before was there 
such fredom of intellect and con- 
science. Never before so much essential 
and rational religion. For these ana 
for many other reasons I conclude that 
these days are the least decenerate 
our race has ever experienced.”

Immanuel Presbyterian Church was 
prettily decorated yesterday.

So 
the prophet did not call to their minds 
their former glories, but promised 
things for the future. He realized 
their hopeless condition and promised 
rivers in the wilderness: This was to 
be a new date in their national his- 
tory. Souls sometimes me dor- 
mant. This was not only the case here, 
but just before the birth of Christ 
people were crying for something new. 
This same thing also happened at the 
time of Martin Luther, and in our own 
life the awakening of the soul to the 
new light of truth is preceded in many 
cases by a helplessness. Souls.may be 
active, nevertheless they are often sad 
where they should be happy. There is 
something exceedingly melancholy 
about a backslidden Christian. They 
are always looking back on the former 
life, but very soon hope is lost and life 
looks as heavy as ever. You cannot 
come to Christ by looking backward, 
but you must fall at His feet and ask 
His help, leaving the old things behind 
and going forward to Christ where He 
stands waiting to receive you. 

“How will Christ answer those who 
come seeking for Him? He will not 
answer them always : changing out- 
ward circumstances. hase who wish 
Him to do this identify Him with ma- 


; terial things. How thankful we are 


when we see some one bear up under 
the wave of adversity and draw closer 
to Christ. Too many times we love 
Christ for what He does for us, rather 
than Christ for Himself. Sometimes 
He does not answer our cry for help, 
but when He does not He gives us 
something better. The personal, living 
Christ will come to our ald and open 
up ways in the wilderness of despair 
and refresh us vith the water from the 
well spring of His love.”

Rejected Corner-stone. 

Rev. J. S. Thomson, pastor of the

CONVICTED OF “BUMMING.” 


Stafford Declares That “Permit” Sys- 
tem of Contracts is Responsible for 


Slow Work on the Much-surveyed | 


Victor Hall Tract. 


Probably the field crews of the City 
‘Engineer’s department wil] do a fui 
day's work today—all of them. The 
article in Sunday's Times, showing 
that certain of these men had been 
loafing in beer saloons, while supposea 
to be at work, caused a stir. City En- 
gineer Stafford does not deny the 
truth of the allegations, but claims 
that it is not possible for him to 
watch all his men. He promises to fre- 
move any of the force caught agains: 
whom a case of “bumming” may be 
made out. Heads of departments i: 
municipal life should certainly take 
much pains to hold their men up to 
the mark as do heads of departments 
in other corporations. 

Mr. Stafford, in a letter to The 
Times, attributes much of the blame 
for smal! results in the Victor Hai 
tract to the “permit system", of con- 
tracts. He says: 

There appeared in the columns or 
your paper of this date, under tne 
heading of “City Crews are Loafing,” 
quite an arraignment of the City Ku- 
xineer'’s office. 

While, personally, I am not in position 
to deny ail of the allegations made, 1 
will say that if anybody will prove w 
me that any of the field parties are 
spending their time as indicated in 
your article, I will guarantee that tne 
person responsible for such breach or 
trust will not be in position to do ev 
again. 

As for the standing of a transit for 
several hours in one place, that ts nu: 
an indication that the fleid party is 
not doing its full duty, as frequentiy 
a field party will take into the field 
both a level and a transit, and their 
entire time may be taken up in leve:

| but a small one. Nones, a four-year- 
| old with 115 pounds in the saddle, ran 
, the $2500 Waterhouse Handicap at two

with Siddons, the Thornton Stable win- 
ner of three weaks ago, in the second 
place. Nones ran second in the Burns 
Handicap on February 22, won by 
Eonic of his own age, to whom he was 
conceding 20 pounds, including six al- 
lowance; and all the horsemen with 
whom I have talked, say he would 
have won it had he not been blocked 
off just before reaching the half-mile 
pole. His race of last Saturday shows 
him to be the best distance-goer in 
America at the present writing. His 
race is not the fastert ever run in 
America, but it is a good deal the best. 
In 1895, Newton, by imported Billet, 
who had won the Sheridan Stakes of 
the previous year, won a two-mile dash 
| at Chicago in 3:27 with 107 pounds, at 
4 years old. Now comes Nones, of the 
same age, to cover the same distance 
in 3:28 with 8 pounds more weight, 
hence, I say that the race at Oakland 
is by far the more creditable effort. 
| Really; when you come right down 
to it, Carbine’s race for the Melbourne 
Cup of 1890, in the most meritorious 
race in history. He was five years old 
and picked up the crushing impost of 
142 pounds, and won the race, two 
miles, in 3:28% from a field of 39 
starters, a much bigger field than ever 
' started in America. The second horse 
| was Highborn, a six-year-old gelding

| Correze, the St. Leger winner of that 
| year, with 105 pounds, at 3 years old. 

When they had gone a mile, the rider 
jof Carbine (Ramage) concluded the 
race too slow and that Correze would 


s0 out he went and made the running. 
Carbine was a very tired horse at the 
finish, but the rest were more s0, 
proving the good judgment of his rider 
in doing what he did. The difference 
in weights of the three placed horses 
only serves to show that the handi- 
capper had made an accurate estimate 
of Carbine’s powers as a stayer. 

The owner of Siddons, the second 
horse in Saturday's races at Oakland, 
cannot certainly have any excuses to 
offer for the defeat of his colt. He 
cannot claim that Siddons was sore 
from his efforts on the Thornton 
Stakes, for that race had been run 
three weeks previously; and here he 
was, defeated in the best time ever 
run in America at those weights, by a 
horse of Siddons’s own age from whom 
he was in receipt of seven pounds, a 
difference which in Engiand is regarded 
as equivalent to a distance of 1 
yards in two miles. I cannot account 
for the small size of the fleld, except 
that the race came very late in the 
season when many of the ‘best horses 
at the track are either broken down or 
trained off altogether. If the man- 
agement of the Oakland track would 
make the Waterhouse a $10,000 race and 
reduce the Burns tO $5000, or even keep 
it what it is, they would find the 
Waterhouse to be the bigger drawing 
card of the twain; making it a provi- 
sion that it should be -run a fortnight 
after the Burns, This is only written as 
a suggestion, however, for I do not pge- 
sume to dictate to a man of Mr. Wil- 
Hiams’s experience in racing of the mod. 
ern sort. I tried, after return from 
Australia in 1890, to induce Mr. Brew- 
ster to revive the Washington Park 
Cup and make it a handicap, but all 
my efforts in that direction were futile. 
I still believe, however, that it would 
have been the biggest drawing card in 
all the United States, because it would 
have attracted aM the big handicap 
horses from New York, in addition to 
the always large number of horses in 
the West and South.

As for Derforgilla, the dam of 
Deutschland, she was a°great winner 
in her day and got by Onondaga, one 
of the last surviving sons of the grand 
old Lexington, her dam being Elsmore 
by imported Buckden. Here is the 
Birdcatcher-Touchstone cross that has 
produced so many hundreds of excel- 
lent performers: and on her dam's side, 
Derforgilla goes back to Verperiight, 
dam of the flying filly Vandalite, that 
won the Dixie and Breckinridge Stakes 
at Baltimore in the seventies, being 
the only horse ever to win. both of 
those events. My idea is, that if Mr. 
Schreiber will box up Deutechland and 
save him for the two-year-old events 
at Saratoga and Coney Island, he will 
find it a good deal more profitable than 
campaigning him for small proprietary 
purses like that of last Saturday. He 
was badly pocketed in the race won by 
Maxnic or he would have been second, 
instead of Sylvia Talbot, if not the ac- 
tual winner of the $10,000 race. Der- 
forgilla won the Elizabeth Stakes at 
Long Beach, beating the great York- 
vile Belle; and at four and five years 
old the daughter of Onondaga was al- 
most invincible. 

I see my good friend John B. Ewing 
has leased imported Bel Demonio. 
There were three horses of this name, 
the first being of the sire Fechter, im- 
ported by Charles Reed, of Fairview, 
Tennessee.

The present Bel De- 
monio is by Uncas (son of Stockwell 
and Nightingale) out of the imported 
mare Bella Donna by Henuit, she being 
the dam of Don de Oro, a noted winner 


Belmont. This horse ought to get. a4 
lot of good and lasting campaigners, 
if he is anything like his sire, who like 
Hampton, was never "properly appre- 
ciated by the English breeders. 
was a firet-class stallion—and then he 
was not. He was not first-class, be- 
cause he never got a classical winner; 
and he was first-class, because he got 


horses, with d legs and feet, sound 
constitution and, what is ‘not to be 
overlooked in. these days, exceclient 
temper. The late Lord Jersey sold 
Bay Middleton—never beaten, and by 
ten pounds better than any other horse 
between 1825 and 1840—just because he 
had made it an invariable rule never 
to breed from a horse of bad disposi- 
tion.

I have sometimes wished Mr. Ewing 
had bought Flambeau at the disposal 
cale of the Palo Alto thoroughbreds, for 
I have seen no such two-year-old as 
Flambeau's son, the unlucky Crescendo, 
There was the fastest two-year-old it 
has ever been my good fortune to see, 
and I saw many good ones in England 
last year. If Crescendo could be put 
back seven years, it would not take 
long to tell which was the best of all 
the California two-year-olds. He could 
take hold of all such colts as Orfeo, 
Alsono, Honiton and Sylvia Tal-

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SPEAKER HENDERSON’S ATTITUDE 
ON OMNIBUS BILL. 

It is Believed That His Intention is 

to Discipline the Territories, Espe- 

cially Arizona—Progress in New Mex- 

ico—School Record. é

(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES; 

SANTA FE (N. M.) April 3.—The 
Statehood boom for Oklahoma, Arizona 
and New Mexico, which was working 
overtime at Washington a few weeks 
ago, has run against a snag in a very 
unexpected quarter, and is in danger 
of collapse. A western man, Speaker 
Henderson of Iowa, is the stumbling 
block this time. It appears that he 


new States tm the earlier days of the 
session, when there Was scarcely a ray 
of hope on the Congressional horizon 
to cheer on the boomers, but. when 
the Territorial delegates secured the 
consent of the Committee on Teiri- 
tories to bring in an omnibus Dill, 
after the House Democrats had met in 
caucus and declared in favor of ad- 
mitting these three remaining conti- 
nental Territories, ‘and a canvass of 
the Senate gave fair prospect of suc- 
cess in that body with Senators Quay 
and Pcnrose acting as leading advo- 
cates, why, then Speaker Henderson 
assumed an altogether different att® 
tude, and in the language of the day, 
gave the boomers the “frozen face.” 
He has declined to permit.the House 
Committee on Rules to enter into any 
sort of an agreement to take up the 
omnibus bill, and refuses to be budged 
from this position by either entreaties 
or threats. Being so ntar the soil of 
the West, Mr. Henderson had been 
counted on as one of the last men in 
the House to take this stand, and his 
unexpected action has quite nonplussed 
the Statehood advoéates. It is hinted 
that New England suasion Is the real 
opposing power back of the Speaker, 
and that’ the hold-up is a politica! 
move designed to discipline tthe Terri- 
tories, especially Arizona. In other 
words, should these three Territories 
yote right next November, and other- 
wise behave themselves, they may se- 
cufe legislation at the short session of 
Congress which will admit them as 
States. 

New Mexico has been safely Repub- 
tican for some years, notwithstanding 
the large mining population here, yet 
it is pfain that vOters in the cities 
(and these are the real boomers for a 
State government, as against the don't- 
care element at the mines, and on the 
farms and ranches,) have thus early 
begun to trim their sails to catch the 
Statehood wind at Washington, for on 
Tuesday last, in the annual munici- 
pal elections, every town and city of 
importance in the Territory went Re- 
publican. Signal victories were won in 
Santa Fé, Las Vegas and Albuquerque. 
Leading Republican advocates of the 
State movement are therefore much 
encouraged, believing that New Mexico 
will be found largely in evidence In 
the Republican column next November, 
and that that will mean success for 
Statehood before the present Congress 
ceases to exist. 

EDUCATIONAL PROGRESS. 

In the mean time, New Mexico is 
making substantial progress along all 
lines. Today I looked through the 
manuscript pages of the eleventh an- 
nual report of the Territorial Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction, Col, J, 
Frank Chavez, widely known as one 
of the ablest “natives” of the South- 
west. The true American spirit, as 
applied to popular education, pervades 
every page of this report, complete in

characteristic of the frontier, while 
the same time carrying on a continu- 
ous warfare with savage Indian 
within their borders for more than 
quarter of a century—yet, notwith 
standing these many drawbacks, thé 
Territory has made good and substan. 
tial progress in the cause of educa< 
tion. If, half a century ago, toe 
United States government, as by every 
moral and humane right it should have 
done, had sent train-loads of teachera 
into New Mexico as it has done for 
the Philippines and other newly-ac- 
quired territory, this population would 
today rank among e most ernlight- 
ened and industrious of our commog 
country. For what the people have 
done in the matter of school teens 
ing, and what they are eagerly striv 
ing to do, they are entitled 0 all th 
more credit, owing to the fact 
the national government has never 
given one cent toward the education of 
the masses here, who so long age 
came “peaceably” to its protecting 
care under the treaty of Guadelupe 
Hidalgo.

RECOGNIZED HIM. 


Big Bear at the Washington Zoo Re- 
membered the Man Who Got Him 


' Into His Trouble When a Cub. 


{Washington Times:] An interesting 
story of a very lively Washingtonian 
is told by a resident of this city, for- 
merly a miner and prospector in Colo- 
rado. The former is the great grizzly 
bear at the National Zodlogical Park, 
the prospector is J. C. Veatch, now a 
prosperous business man in the capital. 
Mr. Veatch says that he has every rea- 
son to believe that the bear is one that 
he captured in Colorado in 1885, as he 
talked with him, “and he knew me, all 
right,” he added. , 

ropping into a reminiscent mood 
one morning over his cigar, he began: 
“That—bear knew me te a dead cér- 
tainty. I passed his cage on a stroll 
through the zoo recently, and just as 
soon as he heard. .my voice he pricked 
up his ears and stopped stock still. 
Tnen he glared in my direction, and 
let loose a grow! that took me straight 
back to the Big Divide in ‘85, over in 
Routt county, Colo. 

“He has lost his sight since I saw 
him, when he was a cub, but bears 
never lose their sense of smell. You 
see, they never can see very well at 
any time, their eyes are too small, but 
they've got noses as good as antelopes, 
and when you talk about noses you 
can’t go any farther than antelopes. 

“Well, as I was saying, that bear 
was mad when he heard. me there at 
his cage, for he knew I was responsible 
for his confinement. He must be about 
17 years old now, and all the anger that 
he felt when he was soaking wet on 
the banks of the Yampa River had 
been growing for years, and he was 
dead anxious to get a chance at me. I 
Wasn't sorry that there were good 
strong bers between us. 

“I was coming down to Denver with 

a rancher by the name of Bellows, and 
we had got to the Yampa River when 
we met with a she bear and two cubs, 
Now, there is always some excitement 
when a bear stalks up on the trail, and 
we unlimbered suddenly and let the 
old one have it. 
“Both bullets struck the bear at the 
same time. She let out a yell and the 
air was full of dirt and rocks &és she 
dug up the earth in her pain and an- 
ger. .The cubs were too young to un- 
derstand the fright that wild animals 
feel at the sight of a human being, and 
they just hung around looking foolish 
for a minute, until the mother gave 
one of them a slap that would have 
killed a dog, and knocked him into the 
brush near by 

The burros were nowhere to be seen, 
but we knew they couldn’t be far, so 
we heid a council to determine what to 
do. Wounded bears that go into the 
brush are the kind that do ail the dam- 
age. Bellows thought she was dead; 
but it occurred to be that a little dis- 
cretion would not be amiss, so we 
waited for a while for possible develop- 
ments. 

In the meantime one of the cubs had‘ 
been killed by my companion, and 
after a few minutes the other one came 
out of the brush and looked around. 
We roped him and tied him to a stump 
until we had found his late mother. 
Not a sound came from the brush for 
ten minutes, and we decided that if 
she was still in there she was dead, so 
in we went. 
Sure enough, not twenty feet from 
the edge of the brush she lay, dead as 
a log. That ended Mrs. Bruin. We 
butchered her and went after the 
burros. When we got them we packed 
the live cub on top of a cracker box,- 
and the meat of the mother and the 
other cub wherever we could find a 
place. Then began the real fun. We 
had struck intothe river at the ford, 
and the burros were half way across 
when the one with the live cub stum- 
bled and fell. In an fnstant the cur- 
rent had carried him down and over 
the edge of a riffie into deep water. 
“It was funny to see the way those 
two animals fought for air. First the 
burro was topside and then the cub, 
and every time the little fellow would 
come up he'd eswear for all he was 
worth and bat at the burro’s ears with 
his little paws, just as if it was all his 
fault.
